Year 1673, Ihe 25th of Charles the Second's 
Reign. Who notwithſtanding ihe new Title He 
had been Honour'd by Him with, continued to 
oppoſe Him and the Court Party, in every Seſ- 
ſion of Parliment He was a Member of during his 
whole Adminiſtration. Nor was He to be 
brought over during the Reign of His Succeſſur, 
King James, who offered very valuable Conſider- 
ations to no pur poſe for his Intereſt, ſince He was 
one of the Earlieſt Subſcribers to invite the Pr, 
of Orauge over, in the Year 1688, at whoſe hap- 
py Acceſſion to the Throne He accepted of an Of- 
fice of Truſt that kept Him near His Majcfty*s 
Perſon; and which He enjoyed till the Year 1696, 

hen He was rais'd to the Dignity of Baron of 
Taverſham, and made one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, which He quietly enjoyed till ſome 
time before the King His Maſter's Death, who 
Inveſted the preſent Eul of Pembroke, with the 
ſole Adminiftration of Affairs by Sea, under the

This unexpeded Removal Sour'd his Temper.
